Killing Winter Annuals 


In Case of These Weeds Autumn Cul- 
tivation Specially Desirable 

In the group of weeds known as 
winter annuals, the seeds germinate 
immediately after they are scattered, 
and pass the winter in the form of a 
seedling plant which survives the win- 
ter under the snow and_ resuines 
growth in the following spring. Be- 
longing to this group are the follow- 
ing weeds: chess, purple cockle, night 
flowering catchfly, stinkweed, shep- 
herd’s purse, false flax, ball mustard, 
wild radish, hare’s car mustard, tum- 
bling mustard, peppergrass, 
seed mustard, blue bur, or stickseed, 
and stinking maywe¢cd. It is in the 
case of these weeds that autumn cul- 
tivation is specially desirable, as if 
they are turned under with the plow 
and covered sufficiently deep, very 
few of them will be able to continue 
their growth after the snow melts.

A Roomful Of Gold 


$475,000,000 Requisitioned By 
Bolsheviki From the People 
Something of. the Arabian Nights, 
a memory perhaps of ‘Ali Baba when} 
he discovered the treasure cave, is| 
suggested “by the story of Kolchak’s 
gold supply and the visit of inspection 
by foreign correspondents under the 
Riidance of the Omsk Government’s 
minister of finance. ‘- About 1,440,000 
pounds avoicdupois of gold; such is 
said to be the reserve of the Kolchak 
government at Omsk. Its value in 
American moncy is placed at about 
$475,000,000, “In one room there 
were about thirty tables loaded down 
with gold in all forms, requisitioned 
by the Bolsheviki from the people. 
Conspicuous in this lot was a set 
of solid gold dishes, formerly the pro- 
perty of Mr. Tereschtschenko, one of 
the wealthiest of the Russian nobit- 
ity.” The set of gold dishes, in the 
upheaval of Russia, had passed 
through ‘several hands before falling 
to the Bolsheviki, and, eventually to 
the Omsk Government; and>at least 
one of possible heirs had rcnounced 
all title to it in view of its use Dy} 
that government in the restoration | 
of Russia.
